“To return the courtesy ex- 
tended to me by the Russian 
Government, the American War 
Department, with the approval 
of President Truman, promptly 
invited Marshal Zhukov to pay 
a visit to America. An immedi- 
ate acceptance was returned 
and we thought that the mar- 
shal would soon depart for the 
United States. He asked that 
General Clay or I go along with 
him so that he might have a 
friend in my country, just as he 
had accompanied me during my 
trip to Russia. I had to tell him 
that because of special circum- 
stances and problems at the mo- 
ment I could not do this, but I 
arranged for General Clay to go 
with him. Marshal Zhukov also 
asked if my son could accom- 
pany him as an aide. I told him 
that John would be honored to 
do so and that, moreover, I 
would be glad to send him in the 
Sunflower, the C34 that I regu- 
larly used. This delighted him. 
He had already ridden through 
Russia in the plane and had 
great confidence in it and the 
crew. He said something to the 
interpreter which was given to 
me as, ‘With the general's plane 
and the general's son along, I 
know I shall be perfectly safe.’ 


Illness 


“Unfortunately the marshal 
soon fell ill. At the time there 
was some speculation as to 
whether it was. diplomatic ill- 
ness, but when I next saw him 
he gave the appearance of a 
man who had gone through a 
serious siege of ill health. In any 
event this served to postpone 
his visit until the approach of 
winter weather and he then ex- 
pressed a desire to go to our 
country in the spring. Before 
that time arrived the Russians 
had apparently no further inter- 
est in sending one of their mar- 
shals to spend a week or ten 
days in America.” 

The people would approve. 
Politically, such an invitation 
with a lessening of tension, 
would be a ten-strike. 

Marshal Zhukov might not like 
to leave if there is a struggle 
for power which continues. But 
if he feels that he and the army 
are in control, he could make 
himself a dominant personality, 
not merely in Russia, but all 
Asia, by such a visit.

AJCC Talk 
Cites Threat 


To Freedom 


By MARJORY SMITH 

Anti - intellectualism, ‘‘belliger- 
ent nationalism,’’ and ‘‘pressures 
for uniformity and conformity”’ 
are current threats to American 
freedom, a distinguished educa- 
tor and historian declared here 
Thursday night. 

Dr. Henry Steele Commager, 
professor of history at Columbia 
University, cited the danger of 
“absolutist ideas’’ at a public lec- 
ture sponsored by the Tercenten- 
ary Committee of the Atlanta 
Jewish Community Council. 

“A free society is one in which 
men and women are not afraid 
to speak their minds,’’ Dr. Com- 
mager declared. ‘‘Freedom is not 
afraid of competition. It does not 
seek to put up an Iron Curtain 
against dangerous or erroneous 
ideas. The only real private en- 
terprise is intellectual and spir- 
itual!’’ 


NEAT LECTURE 


Dr. Commager presented the 
second of three planned Tercen- 
tenary lectures at the Progres- 
sive Club. Last in the series, 
planned in observance of the 
300th anniversay of the Jewish 
community in the United States, 
will be made here March 10 by 
Dr. Abraham A. Neuman, presi- 
dent of the Dropse College for 
Hebrew and Cognate Learning in 
Philadelphia. 

Dr. Commager, 53 - year - old 
author of such books as ‘The 
American Mind,” “‘Growth of the 
American Republic’ and ‘‘Free- 
dom, Loyalty, Dissent,” said 
here he believes President Eisen- 
hower’s proposed program of aid 
to public school systems over the 
nation is “‘inadequate.’’ 

“Schools need more direct aid, 
not just the underwriting of local 
programs that the President’s 
plan would offer,’’ he said. 


LECTURER-TEACHER 


Dr. Commager, who has lec- 
tured widely in European col- 
leges in recent years and held 
posts in Oxford and Cambridge 
Universities, made only one com- 
ment on international current 
events. 

“I think the United States 
should remember that our pri- 
mary relationship is with Eu- 
rope,” he said. ‘Our primary 
problem is to hold together the 
great coalition that won the war 
and created the U.N. We should 
not be diverted into other ven- 
tures at the cost of Atlantic 
unity.” 

A native of Ohio, Dr. Com- 
mager holds a doctor’s degree 
from the University of Chicago.

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Low Prices 
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Education Bill Is 
Indeed a Whopper: 


GEA President W. Paul Sprayberry 
and representatives of various groups in- 
terested in education presented the Gen- 
eral Assembly with a program Wednes- 
day that would bring about an “ade- 
quate” education system in Georgia. 

It is very interesting. Georgia should 
have it. Georgia must have something like 
it in order to fulfill her obligations to 
our young people—increasing in the 
schools at the rate of 30,000 a year. 

The report represents a study made 
at grass roots Georgia. It has been sev- 
eral years in preparation. It calls for the 
most ambitious educational expansion pro- 
gram in the history of the state. It also 
anticipates growth in population, growth 
in the state’s economy and demands of in- 
dustry, agriculture and the professions for 
trained people. 

If the state undertakes to finance it, 
the state’s school system would cost an 
additional $90,000,000 annually by 1956- 
57. Can we afford that staggering total? 

At the same session, Chancellor Har- 
mon Caldwell of the University System 
asked the Assembly to double appropri- 
ations for the system. He also puts up a 
good case. Georgia, he says, pays only 
$2.96 per student in college while the 
average in the entire Southeast is $4.71. 

With more than 4,000 additional stu- 
dents, the University System is getting 
along on the same appropriations, the 

“chancellor said. In every respect, this 
state falls far below the average in high- 
er education and the situation is getting 
worse. If the additional funds are pro- 
vided, the University System would not 
be the best in the South, only average. 
He is correct in both assumptions. 

The GEA offers no solution as to how 
the funds will be raised. It does up the 
percentage of participation by the state 
in the program. Under the “adequate” 
proposals, local participation would be 
hiked by 37 per cent. On the other hand, 
the state’s share would be increased by 
73 per cent. 

Mr. Sprayberry and the chancellof are 
right in saying that the state wants to 
meet the challenge in education. Whether 
they are right in guessing that the people 
are willing to foot the bill remains to be 
seen. 

The recently appointed problem study 
committee, which will report in June, 
has a big job cut out for it, It must come 
up with recommendations. 

Meanwhile, every Georgia citizen must 
make up his own mind whether he is 
willing to dig into his pockets for the 
necessary funds. .

We postponed meeting 
our problems. As hard as we've tried to 
meet. them in recent years, they’re still 
with us.

It is high time that senseless and self- 
ish obstruction of a badly needed aerial 
service to Mexico City was ended. At- 
lanta, as one of the air traffic centers of 
the nation, certainly is entitled to such 
service.

AFL-CIO Merger Is 


In Labor’s Interest 


Although it still must be ratified by 
both organizations, agreement by AFL- 
CIO leaders to merge their separate 
groups is in the best interest of labor 
in general. Certainly a united labor front 
will be more’ effective than the division 
that has had union membership split into 
two rival camps for the past 20 years. 

John L. Lewis; who was responsible 
for the split that established the CiO, 
and his United Mine Workers apparently 
still will go their separate ways. The pow- 
erful John L. has been losing influence 
for several years with his irascible and 
dictatorial ways. It is perhaps just as well, 
but UMW, too, will eventually get back 
into the fold. 

Dangers of a labor union monopoly 
are, of course, in evidence. This should 
be more than offset, however, by bring- 
ing to an. end the costly and destructive 
jurisdictional fights and strikes that have 
been the rule. Labor’s interests are, on the 
whole, those of all labor. One organiza- 
tion should represent them. 

The new organization, when complet- 
ed, should also keep in mind that, as one 
of the nation’s most powerful groups, it 
must work for the good of the entire 
nation. As a country of many diverse 
interests and groups, the strength of the 
United States depends upon respect and 
cooperation of them all.

Congressional Pay Raise 


Would Be Wise and Just 


Rep. Wickersham (D-QOkla) reports 
that during his 12 years in Congress his 
expenses have outstripped his income by 
$39,000. He said that he has sold most of 
his property and mortgaged his homes 
in Washington and Oklahoma. 

He pointed out that he has no ex- 
pensive habits and that he and his wife 
do not entertain and yet he finds it im- 
possible to get along in Washington on 
his $15,000 a year salary. 

This leads up to the fact that the 
House will take up a bill next week to 
raise congressional pay to $25,000 an- 
nually. Although Congress is reluctant to 
vote itself pay raises because of political 
consequences, it seems the wise thing to 
do. The country will accept it and benefit 
from it. 

It would enable more able men to 
seek congressional office, for one thing. 
It would also make it possible for them 
to stay in office after once getting there. 
It would ease the temptations to accept 
outside remuneration from persons in- 
terested in specific legislation, thus allevi- 
ating the lobbying problem. We would 
have fewer ‘such episodes as the Nixon 
scandal in the last presidential campaign. 

Congressmen do have certain priv- 
ileges. Their office expenses and clerical 
help are paid by -the government. They 
get such things as free haircuts. But even 
so the cost of staying in office in Wash- 
ington amounts to much more than sal- 
aries of congressmen. 

Congress deserves @ pay raise. Its 
members should face that fact and vote it. 


In Time the Lobbyists 
Will Be Well Regulated 


The legislators will go home at the 
end of next week and the lobbyists will 
return to whatever haunts and roosts they 
inhabit between sessions. 

Each group will be back for the next 
session, the lobbyists probably stronger 
than ever. One of the acts of the current 
General Assembly was to bury a bill regu- 
lating lobbyists, a performance that could 
be interpreted by the brotherhood as a 
friendly gesture. 

The bill was introduced by Sen. Ev- 
erett Millican of Atlanta and passed the 
senate by one vote. In the House, the ad- 
ministration-controlled State of Republic 
Committee recommended that the meas- 
ure do not pass, an effective death sen- 
tence. 

Unrestrained and unrestricted lobby- 
ing occupies a special place on Sen. 
Millican’s list of things to be disliked. 
His measure would have forced lobbyists 
to register, render a strict accounting of 
expenses and stay off the floor of each 
house; certainly all reasonable provisions. 

Lobbying is a necessary evil that ap- 
parently we must tolerate. Sen. Milli- 
can’s attempt to restrain the activities 
of lobbyists and restrict their power was 
admirable. It failea this time. But the 
blatant activities of the lobbyists them- 
selves someday will force its passage.

States fight to defend Formosa from the Communist Chinese?”’ 
The query comes usually from persons unfamiliar with the Pacific 


situation today and only vaguely 


informed about the strategy and 


tactics of World War II in the Pacific. 
It comes from some who have visited the Orient, or even have 


traded there. 


We heard it a few nights ago from a man of extensive 


business experience in China. Said he, ‘‘Let the people of the Orient 


settle their own affairs. 
defend Chiang Kai-shek.”’ 

In defending Formosa we are 
not merely defending Generalissi- 
mo Chiang and his remnant of a 
once-powerful Nationalist govern- 
ment. 


We are defending the far west 
Pacific ‘‘life line.” We are defend- 
ing not only our outposts in Ja- 
pan, Okinawa, Guam, the Philip- 
pines — we are defending our stra- 
tegic position in the Pacific. 

That includes Hawaii, 


Japan opened war in the Pacific 
—that fateful December 7, 1941 
—only after years of patient, tire- 
less, secretive preparation. 

It was not just military prepara- 
tion — it was political, economic 
and propaganda campaigning that 
included the whole world. 

When Japan’s six aircraft car- 
riers, in rendezvous 200 miles 
northwest of Oahu, sent 360 fight- 
er and bomber planes to attack 
the military installations here, Ja- 
pan had already secured and for- 
tified most of the western Pacific 
islands, and much of the mainland 
of Asia.

ideal for stepping stones to Hawaii- 


—and the West Coast of the United 
States. 


Red China has no such war ma- 
chine as Imperial Japan had in 
1941. But Red China, backed by 
Red Russia, schemes and plots 
and conspires and toils not only 
for today, but for 10, 20, 50 years 
from now. 

Formosa is both a symbol of 
resistance to communism and, im- 
mediately, a keystone in our line 
of defense. Once Formosa goes to 
the Reds, the Philippines will go 
next — or perhaps Japan, by a 
combination of threats and plausi- 
ble lures of trade and commerce. 

Why fight for Formosa? 

History will provide the answer 
more clearly, perhaps, than now. 
But all Americans should realize 
now that we are fighting for safety 
and peace in the Pacific.

Happiness Is Denied 
To the Self-Centered 


There is effective and telling truth in these 
lines by the distinguished drama critic John Ma- 
son Brown in his volume, Seeing Things: “‘No 


one, I am convinced, can be happy who lives only for himself. The 
joy of living comes from immersion in something that we know to 
be bigger, better, more enduring and worthier than we are. People, 
ideas, causes, above all, continuities—these offer the one possible 
escape not merely from selfishness but from the hungers of solitude 


and the sorrows of aimlessness. 


The only true happiness comes 


from squandering ourselves for a purpose.”’ 


Let us hold up Brown's affirma- 
tions to the light of scriptural 
truth and Christian experience. 
First, he says that happiness is 
denied to the self-centered person. 
The New Testament offers true 
life not through selfish but in self- 
less living. The cross of Christ is 
humanity’s supreme symbol of 
self-less consecration to the will 
of God and the need of man. Christ 
demands of His disciples of every 
generation: ‘If any man will come 
after me, let him deny himself, 
and take up his cross daily, and 
follow me” (Luke 9:23). And 
again: “He that loveth his life 
shall lose it’’ (John 12:25). 

Second, Brown says that a per- 
son must find something big to 
live for. “People, ideas, causes, 
above all, continuities’’—yes, con- 
tinuities, those concerns which out- 
range our little day anJ serve men 
of every age and God's eternal 
purpose. This means losing one- 
self in causes representing a need 
not of today only but of tomor- 
row also. 

How can a person identify him- 
self with noble and ageless causes? 
Those causes for which the church

labors are as old as human need, 
as new as today’s human misery, 
and as eternal as the dreams and 
aspirations of dedicated minds, 

Not only does the man of faith 
clasp hands with the selfless lead- 
ers of the past, but he keeps bright 
the torch of consecrated devotion 
which must one day pass from his 
hand to the hand of his children. 
In this he becomes a link in the 
continuity of faithfulness reaching 
from yesterday to tomorrow. 

Third, Brown writes, ‘The, only 
true happiness comes from squan- 
dering ourselves for a purpose.” 
I find a great challenge in the 
words “‘squandering ourselves.” It 
suggests a reckless abandon of 
one’s self in service to one’s neigh- 
bor and a complete surrender of 
one’s life to the will and work of 
God. 

How does such selfless living 
bring happiness? Christ said to 
His friends: ‘‘These things have 
I spoken unto you, that my joy 
might remain in you, and that 
your joy might be full” (John 
15:11). Christ was speaking of a 
joy which brings an unending hap- 
piness and satisfaction.

WASHINGTON—Progressive

It has the active participation of top White House officials. 


What makes this move signifi- 
cant is that the White House has 
responded with something more 
useful than a courteous letter of 
thanks. It has in effect created 
a “Little Cabinet Conference,” 
chairmanned by the vice president, 
to meet regularly with the co-op- 
erating Republican congressmen. 
Different members of Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s personal staff meet with 
the group. 

The obvious purpose of these 
meetings, two of which have al- 
ready been held, is to strengthen 
the hand of the President within 
his party, and to strengthen the 
hands of those Republican mem- 
bers of Congress who want to 
identify themselves more vigor- 
ously with Mr. Eisenhower's lead- 
ership. 

This evolving ‘‘Little Cabinet 
Conference”’ is not diluting the reg- 
ular weekly consultation between 
the White House and the elected 
leadership of the Republican Par- 
ty.

Nor is it in- 
tended to be exclusive.

When President Eisenhower was 
asked what he thought of the Kil- 
gore bill, under which both Messrs. 
Hoover and Truman would become 
senators, he exhibited little en- 
thusiasm. He was not too sure it 
was a good idea, though he con- 
cluded eventually that it might be 
all right and told his weekly news 
conference that he would not argue 
against it. He recognized that pub-

When Herbert Hoover came 
back to Washington to take the 
post assigned to him by President 
Truman, it was his first visit since 
he had left the White House on 
March 4, 1933. He did not set foot 
in the national capital while his 
successor, Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
was in the White House. This was 
symptomatic of the coolness—or 
rather antagonism—that had de- 
veloped between the two public fig- 
ures who had been warm friends 
many years before. 

It is possible now to reveal a 
human-interest episode in connec- 
tion with Herbert Hoover’s return 
to Washington in the Truman -ad- 
ministration. Hardly had the ex- 
President got into his hotel room 
than the telephone rang and the 
voice at the other end said cheer- 
ily: ‘‘Mr. President, this is Harry 
Truman.” Mr. Hoover could not 
believe it—it was such informality 


as he never practiced when he was 
in the White House. But eventual- 
ly the voice at the other end con- 
vinced him it was really Presi- 
dent Truman. 

Mr. Truman explained that he 
knew this was the first time that 
Mr. Hoover had been back in 
Washington since he had left in 
March, 1933, and he thought the 


ex-President might like to see the’ 


White House again and all the 
changes that had been made in 
the years since, which included 
the almost complete renovation 
during the Truman regime. Pres- 
ident Truman said he would like 
to take Mr. Hoover on a personally 
conducted tour of the White House 
and would send the White House 
car for him. Mr. Hoover demurred 
a bit, but then yielded to Harry 
Truman’s warmth, and so the two 
had a tour of the White House. 
It is the subject of occasional 
comment that President Eisenhow- 
er not only has not availed him- 
self of the services of his predeces- 
sor in any capacity, but did not 
even contact Mr. Truman when 
the latter returned here last year 
for a visit, nor when he, himself, 
visited Kansas City where the ex- 
President has his office. President 
Eisenhower was resentful of the 
attacks that then-President Tru- 
man made against him in the 1952 
presidential campaign which were 
provoked, -in turn, by Gen. Eisen- 
hower'’s criticism of the Korean 
War. In that, Mr. Truman felt the 
general had let him down.

The very thought of slimming down 20 pounds helps any 
overweight feel considerably lighter. One overweight on the 
verge of dieting was telling her husband about her good in- 
tentions. When he asked what she weighed, she replied, 
“Around 200."" Gallantly, he offered to buy her a $25 new bonnet 
if she had slimmed down to 180 pounds by Easter. Her smile 
quickly faded—for the blushing truth was she actually weighed 
225 pounds. ;

Souffle Puffs Up as 


Mayonnaise Bows in 


There’s no way like the new way. 
Something is going on all the time to keep kitchens packed 
with new and exciting ‘‘quick and easies.” 


The souffle has never been 
eonsidered one of those little 
things to whip up for unexpect- 
ed guests. But something real- 
ly new has come along making 
a souffle possible in half of the 
usual time. The trick is in sub- 
stituting a half cup of mayon- 
naise for the former white 
sauce and egg yolk combina- 
tion. 

Here’s the basic recipe and 
procedure and a few variations: 


NEW-WAY SOUFFLE 


4 tablespoons flour 
% teaspoon salt 
Dash of pepper 
% cup real mayonnaise 
4 tablespoons milk 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 
1 6- or 7-ounce can crab meat 
(variations below) 
% cup celery, finely chopped 
I tablespoon chopped pimien- 
to (optional) 
4 egg whites 
1. Gently stir flour, salt and 
pepper into real mayonnaise. 
(Beating or over-mixing will 
cause curdling but will not af- 
fect final product.) 2. Add milk 
slowly. 3. Sprinkle lemon juice 
over crab meat and mix with 
celery and pimiento and stir it 
into mayonnaise mixture. 4. 
Beat egg whites stiff and fold 
into them combined mixtures. 
5. Cut and fold until all is thor- 
oughly blended, but gently so 


as not to lose the lightness of 


the egg whites. Pour all into a 
greased 7-inch casserole or four 
individual casseroles and bake 
in a slow oven (325 degrees F.) 
40 to 45 minutes. Serve at once, 
for four persons.
